dard  of  living  with  articles  on 
wheat  production  and  electrical 
projects,  American  newspapers 
dealt  with  “abortion  in  the  morn- 
ing and  abortion  in  the  after- 
noon,” acid  torture  and  juvenile 
delinquency  in  banner  headlines. 

The  jokes  thinned  out  and  the 
tone  changed  when  he  began  on 
Marxist  dialectical  materialism, 
emphasizing  the  points  with  a 
pulpit-punching  forefinger. 

He  listed  University  interrela- 
tion, perpetual  change,  the  “leap 
forward,”  and  the  inevitability  of 
future  revolutions — even  in  Am- 
erica— among  these  points. 

Sprinkling  his  address  with 
such  coinages  as  “essentiality” 
instead  of  “essentially,”  he  en- 
umerated four  points  of  mater- 
ialism and  four  levels  of  econom- 
ic development. 

Comparing  American  capital- 
ism to  a 21-year-old  baby  with  a 
cigar  in  its  mouth  and  a beard 
on  its  chin  crawling  on  the  floor 
in  diapers,  he  took  pokes  at  the 
“hypocrisy”  of  Americans  com- 
plaining of  Cuba  when  Russia  is 
ringes  with  hostile  countries.  “If 
you  can’t  stand  the  heat  of  the 
stove,”  he  barked,  “get  out  of  the 
kitchen.” 

“Jesus  Christ  didn’t  have  a line 
down  his  face  with  one  side  black 
and  the  other  white,”  he  shouted 
as  he  hit  the  “10,000  bayonets  in 
Mississippi,  the  firehouses  of 
Birmingham.” 

In  a parting  salvo  he  charged 
the  capitalists  with  keeping  the 
armed  forces  to  repress  the  poor 
people,  slapped  at  “justice  for  the 
poor  in  the  gas  chambers  and 
justice  in  Miami  Beach  for  the 
rich,”  and  asked  teachers  to  ex- 
plain ‘why  the  U.S.  wants  war 
when  Russia  wants  peace.” 

“Communism  is  a gigantic  red 
carpet  rolling  across  the  future,’ 
he  claimed.  “Russia  will  not  stop 
until  the  world  is  socialized  to 
Communism.” 

Then  he  casually  read  his  an- 
nouncement of  the  hoax,  accept- 
ed the  appluase  smiling,  and  ask- 
ed the  audience  to  “comprehend” 
Communism  rather  than  hate  it 
or  the  Russian  people.

CAPE  CANAVERAL,  (UPI)  — 
Astronaut  L.  Gordon  Cooper  cru- 
ised silently  around  the  earth,  in 
his  Mercnry  space  capsule  Wed- 
nesday night  in  a near-flawless 
flight  that  broke  all  U.S.  orbiting 
records. 

Apparently  asleep  or  dozing, 
the  Oklahoma-born  air  force 
major  was  in  a pre-planned  eight- 
hour  rest  period  after  a long  day 
of  Work  in  a bell-shaped  space- 
craft. 

The  36-year-old  air  force  major 
rose  into  the  sky  atop  an  atlas 
rocket  at  9:04  a.m.  EDT.  His 
spacecraft  hit  the  “keyhole  in 
the  sky”  with  such  incredible  pre- 
cision that  Mercury  control  com- 
puters calculated  the  orbit  would 
theoritically  allow  for  92  swings 
around  the  earth.  There  was  no 
question  of  keeping  Cooper  aloft 
that  long,  however,  since  the 
spacecraft  does  not  have  life  sup- 
port systems  for  so  long  a flight. 

Christopher  Kraft,  Mercury 
project  flight  director,  said  “I 
don’t  think  we  have  ever  seen  a 
"smoother  flight  ...  we  have  no 
problems  with  any  system.” 

Cooper  was  using  less  fuel  than 
his  flight  plan  called  for,  and  us- 
ing up  so  little  of  his  oxygen  that 
a doctor  kiddingly  told  him  that 
he  could  begin  breathing  “any 
time.” 

Dr.  Charles  Berry,  the  astro- 
naut’s physician,  said  Cooper  was 
“relaxed  very,  very  well”  and 
telemetry-signals  of  his  pulse, 
blood  pressure  and  temperature 
showed  “no  physical  abnormal- 
ities.” Testing  the  effects  of  pro- 
longed space  flight  on  the  astro- 
naut’s body  is  one  of  the  main 
purpose  of  this  flight. 

Dr.  Berry  said  Cooper,  notori- 
ous for  his  ability  to  doze  off  at 
any  time,  was  relaxed  “abqut  to 
the  point  of  sleeping”  during  the 
count-down  when  he  was  perched 
atop  a steaming  Atlas  rocket. 


Kraft  said  Cooper  was  “taking 
pictures  as  he  sees  fit”  to  make 
a photographic  record  of  the 
flight. 

Mercury  officials  summed  it 
all  up  by  saying  that  the  confi- 
dent spaceman  from  Shawnee, 
Okla.,  was  “very  much  on  top  of 
his  mission.” 

If  Cooper  goes  the  whole  route 
as  expected,  he  will  splash  down 
in  the  Pacific  ocean  about  7:20 
p.m.  EDT  Thnrsday  after  a trip 
of  575,000  miles  and  the  rare  ex- 
perience of  22  sunsets  in  less  than 
two  days.

Many  emotions  have  been  aroused  con- 
cerning the  speech  delivered  by  Mr.  George 
Velliotes  in  the  Forum  assembly  Wednesday, 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  audience  was 
led  to  believe  he  was  a communist.
